BERLIN, Sept. 1.—‘“As we tri- 
umphed over Napoleon 63 years ago, 
so will we crush Poincare,” shouted 
thousands of Fascisti who poured 
into Narremburg this morning and 
declared a dictatorship in that me- 
dieval city. 

The imperial flag was hoisted and 
the city authorities were driven out. 
The railroads were commandeered 
and a line of sentries was flung 
about the picturesque home of Meis- 
terhanger. 

Ludendorff, Hindenburg, Admiral 
Scheer, Gen. Hoofer, Prince von 
Schoenich, Prince Oscar of Prussia, 
Prince Ludwig Ferdinand of Bava- 
ria, Archduke von Coburg, these 
relics of German imperialism, sur- 
rounded by old officers of the war 
staff in spiked helmets and gold 
rode at the head of their 
apparently war-crazed followers. 

Tonight is the eve of the victory 
of Sedan, and they had come to 
gloat over their memories and _ to 
promise themselves another victory 
over the French and to sneer at the 
German republic. 

None of the leaders would com- 
ment on the situation tonight, but 
the rumor everywhere is that a coup 
is planned.

“Pitch- 
ers were not relying upon ability or 
cunning, but were gaining an unfair 
advantage by tampering with the 
ball. Now the pendulum has swung 
the other way. So many new balls 
have been put into play that the 
pitcher has been unnecessarily han- 
dicapped. In the future a ball will 
hot be thrown out merely because it 
has become slightly discolored or 
roughened in the regular channels of 
play. But a pitcher who deliberately

tampers with it will suffer the same 
penalty.that has been meted out in 
the past. “ 

- Carried Rule Too Far. 

“The rule was a good one and has 
served its purpose, but its application 
has been carried too far. I saw a 
game in Detroit recently where a 
pitcher threw out four balls before 


he finally got one that he liked. That 
caused me to wire instructions to all 

umpires to permit the pitchers to re- 
tain a ball unless its surface had be- 
come materially scuffed or discol- 
ored. 

“Buch a ball will permit a pitcher 
to throw a better curve and ‘it gives 
him an advantage that he rightfully 
deserves. The pitcher has been han- 
dicapped too greatly in the past. 

“Then, too, clubs were paying from 
$8000 to $11,000 for baseballs in a 
season, whereas they formerly spent 
only about $1000.’ 

‘Johnson said the rule against 
“loadéd’’ bats and bats with more 
than one piece of wood in them would 
be strictly enforced. He said that the 
approved bat, made of a single piece 
of wood, was the only type that 
would be permitted. Babe Ruth and 
Ken Williams were recently ordered 
hot to use bats which did not come 
within the specifications.

It ie often heard that this pitcher | 
or that pitcher outguesses Ruth or) 
Hornsby. The implication is that 
while Ruth and Hornsby expect some | 
particular sort of pitched ball, the) 
man opposing them fools them com- 
pletely with an entirely different sort 
of a pitch. 
It is popularly supposed that it Is 
to a batuier’sa advantage to ‘‘guess”’ 
what the pitcher is about to deliver 
te him. If he diagnoses it correctly. 
he if presumed to have a better 
chance to hit. 
Always Prepared. 

Ruth and Hornsby scout this idea. 

In fact, they say that an attempt to 


“guess” a pitcher is the first step 
in the fall and decline of a good hit- 
ter. Each declares that he never 
attempts to “guess’’ what sort of a 
ball i# coming and attributes his suc- 
cess in no small measure to the fact 
that he is never worried by being 
“erossed.”” 

“Y néver bother about what the 
pitcher is going to throw,” Ruth 
anid. “I jus« stand in my normal 
position at the plate and iff the ball 
appears to be one I like, I swing at 
it. ‘I never make up my mind in 
advance. I wait until I see clearly 
where the ball is going to be. Ifa 
batter ty'ed to guess pitchers and in 
his own mind decided to strike at 
one certain ba}l in the belief that it 
would be a curve or a fast one his 
average would begin to drop imme- 
diately. 

‘Th. guess hitters are not leading 
hitters. They may be good hitters 
but it is just that little mental haz- 
ard that they build up for themselves 
which makes the difference.” 


Hornsby’s Philo-ophy. 
Hornsby’s view is merely a repeti- 
tion of the stand taken by Ruth. He 


believes that an attempt to foretell 
what a pitcher is going to throw 
adds an extra burden to the mind 
of a batter and decreases his effec- 
tiveness at the plate. 

Hornsby and Ruth have styles at 
the plate that vary greatly, this 
season particularly, although each 
is essentially a free swingeér. Horns- 
by stands ‘ar back from the plate 
and steps: into a ball with a swing 
that: describes a wide arc. He al- 
ways holds his bat at the extreme 
end. 

Ruth stands closer to the plate 
than does Hornsby and stéps for- 
ward considerably more than his 
National J.eaguée rival does as the 
hall is pitched. He holds his bat at 
the extreme end until he gets two 
strikes. Then he shortens his swihg 
and grasps the bat some six inches 
from the end. In this manner he 
just punches at the ball and tries 
to meet it squarely instead of at- 
tempting to drive it with his full 
power. Babe ascribes his tremend- 
ous improvement this year to the 
fact that he shortens his swing when 
he finds himself “in the hole’ with 
two atrikes.

his swing has passed well ahead of 
his body. 

Pruett, of course, fooled Ruth 
with a curve ball and his famous 
“fadcaway.” Ruth may not have 
tried to “guess” Pruett but he came 


‘leloser to it with the little Brownlie 


southpaw thun with any other pitch- 
er he ever faced. In 1922 Pruett 
struck Ruth out 11 times in the 15 
that he faced the slugger. Ruth 
made only two hits off him all sea-

I can give some general siivice 
about buying elubs, but any be«li- 
ner ought to visit a professi ona) be- 
fore: buying his equipment. T ive 
clubea—a driver-brassie, a mid-iron, 
a mashie, a niblick or deep-faced 
mashie-Aiblick and a putter- are all 
one should buy at first. \s you 
progress and get to know golf cluos 
and cheir differéneces, you can add 
to your ulpment ffom time t 
time. 

Reco Driver Brassic. . 

Get a driver that has a fairy 
whippy shaft, one that is not. tco 
much 1} ke a poker rod. Don't get 
one that is too whippy or soft, how: 
ever, because that is even worse th 
a véry stiff shaft. The idea of K+ 
ting a club with a little whip in ft 
is to help you to hit the ball witn a 
swing that might not be well groov- 
ed. With a stiff-shafted club you v6 
got to time the stroke perfectly to 
get a good shot. 

You will note that I advised -buy- 
ing a driver-brassie, That is a two- 
in-one cltib, so to speak, or in othet 
words is a driver with a bras@ role 
which vou can tise both for driving 
and for a brassie shot. In thie cas? 
you want to be sure that the face 
of the club fe laid back considerab- 
ly so that you can get the ball ‘ip 
into the air easily. 

I wouldn’t advise a mere novir46 
to use the kind of driver I have, be- 
cause the face is too straight. but 
after vou have developed the knacké 
of hitting them off the tee I think 
you will find that any straight-faced 
club will give you more distance and 


to keep the ball low. I also pad the 
grips of my wooden clubs so that 
they will fit the palm of the Jeft 
hand better than a grip that has no 
padding. 

All of your Iron clubs should have 
good, stiff shafts, because all .iron 
shots must be hit firmly and with 
the forearms held rigidly. If the 
shafts are soft or whippy you'll find 
the hands leading the club-h tl

Either a steel or aluminum pubter 
fe the best for any or all kinds of 
putting.

It Takes Practice. 

Having obtained your set of elubs. 
go to a professional and take a few 
lessons at least so that you will learn 
at the start the proper way of mak- 
ing the shots. Many men are selt- 
made golfers, it ie true, but how many 
men do you know who, ne the 
game late in life, have made them- 
selves into star players? ; 

I know many golfers who play 
fairly good game with a very wUfa- 
orthodox sewing, but they will never 
met any better and the greater ma- 
jority who have simply learned the 
game without direction or practice 
are mediocre golfers at best, - 

Another thing to remember is that 
to learn to play golf you've got to 
practice. Taking a few lessons 
a professional won't make —you:e 
first-class player. An instructor can 
simply start you off by givi 
some pointers and ideas on 
swing the club. To perfect @ 
stroke you've got to work h 
long practice sessions the same 
you would in learning *o play the 
plano or in learning to do anything 
else well.

WHY BEES SWAEM. 

Why bees swarm, says Dallas Lore Sharp in 
the September issue of Harper’s Magazine, “‘is 
@ question as old as beekeeping. If the bees 
followed an invariable rule in swarming, we 
could soon discover why: but there are no 
rules, no laws, no fixed conditions, no two 
Swarming cases exactly the same. You can tel] 
when, if you watch, but the question of why 
do they swarm goes still unanswered. 

“The most obvious reason would seem to be 
the overcrowding of the hive; when the hive 
bolls over with bees they natuPally boil out as 
& swarm. Sometimes they naturally do, and 
eometimes they naturally do not. J have had 
them bofl over and stick Ike pitch to the front 
of the hive all through the honey flow. Lack 
of ventilation is another popular explanation: 
hives with small doorways, when unshaded in a 
July sun, become intolerably hot. and naturally 
the bees swarm out. And as naturally again, 
they stay tn and store honey all summer. That 
ancient rhyme, 

‘A fly is a fly because he flies, 
A flea is a flea because he flees. 
But a bee is a bees because she bees,’ 
is almost final in questions touching the ultt- 
mate things of life and bees.

GARBAGE DISPOSAL 


Kansas City Man Would Take It 


Over at $1.75 a Ton on 


10-Year Contract. 


A new plan for disposing of the 


city’s garbage, that would do away 
with the necessity of constructing in- 


cinerators in various parts of the 
city, has been submitted te Director | 

| 
of Public Welfare Cunliff. It will! 


be referred to the Board of Public 
Service, which is to hol@&.a hearing. 
Tuesday on establishment of another | 
city-owned incinerator on De Tonty 
street, near. King’s highway. This. 
project has‘been vigorously opposed. 
by residents of that part of St. Louis. | 

The proposal to take over the work | 
of garbage disposal from the city, at. 
a cost of $1.76 a ton, under a 10-year | 
contract, has been submitted to Di-| 
rector Cunliff by William D. Pratt, | 
with offices in the Waldheim Build- | 
ing, Kansas City. Pratt offers to. 
take over the present city-owned in- | 
cinerator, at the river and Chouteau 
avenue, and to build an additional 
plant with a maximum capacity of 
1000 tons of garbage daily. | 

Would Build New Plant. 

The present disposal cost varies, 
from $1.75 to $2.10 a ton, according 
to the season, Cunliff said. The cost 
a ton by incineration is higher in the 
seasons when the collections are 
light. The maximum collection in| 
the busiest season for garbage is 
about 400 tons daily. 

Under the terms of Pratt’e pro-/| 
posal, he would take over the plant. 
at Chouteau avenue, operate it at his 
own expense, and build a new plant 
adjacent to it, at his expense, on. 
ground to be furnished by the city. | 
This plant would remove all water | 
from the garbage, leaving the solids 
to be incinerated. A bond would be 
furnished, Pratt said, that the dis- 
posal would be accomplished with no 
more odor than at the present pliant. 

Pratt would put in the 10-year 
contract a provision that &St. Louis 
take over the plant at cost at the end 
of that period if the contract was not | 
renewed by the city. | 

Plant Handles 80 Tons Daily. 

Pratt would require delivery of all 
garbage collected by the city to the 
plant at Chouteau avenue and the) 
river. It is hauled there now to be 
burned in the incinerator, or taken 
down the river on barges by a pri- 
vate contractor, Pratt proposed an 
average minimum delivery of 20v 
tons of garbage daily. He stated 
he would agree to pay the city an 
annual rental for the incinerator, 
amounting to 6 per cent of the con- 
tract cost, with an allowance for d>- 
preciation. 

The Chouteau avenue incinerator 
has a daily capacity of 80 tons of 
garbage. The remainder is delivered 
to contractors at the garbage dock, 
to be hauled down the river. The 
contract price is $2.10 a ton.

Misery After Liberation. 

Next, the writer describes the 
misery existing among the convicts 
after their liberation from prison. 
Parred from Cayenne for a longterm 
of years, they die before obtaining 
work elsewhere. Reduced to beg- 
gary, they steal whatever they can 
lay hands on. Exhausted at the ex- 
piration of four or five years or less, 
they are obliged to remain in Guiana 
for another period of equal length 
for the purpose of colonization, With- 
out convicts, the colony~ would have 
no white inhabitants whatever. If 
condemned to terms exceeding eight 
years, the convicts must stay in Gni- 
ana for life. 

Finally, M. Londres takes up the 
stories of prominent individual crim- 
inals whose cases created sénsations 
in France before the men were con- 
demned. One of these men is Capt. 
Ullmo, a military traitor, who has 
spent 10 years in solitude on the lon- 
ly beach calle Devil's Isle, which 
had previously sheltered Dreyfus. 
Ullmo was reduced to such a state of 
misery that he took to nicknaming 
sharks for diversion.

Few there are perhaps who do ‘not remem- 
ber the killing of Ed Chambers and Sid Hat- 
field and the troublous times that preceded it. 

Hatfield, as will be recalled, was Chief of 
Police in the little mining village of Matewan, 
and Chambers, then only 21, was a Deputy 
Sheriff of Mingo County, when, on May 19, 
1920, a party of private detectives, employed by 
the coal operators of the region, was: sent to 
the town to evict miners from houses owned by 
the Stone Mountain Coal Corporation, follow- 
ing trouble brought on by the miners attempts 
to form a union. 

As the detectives were about to take a train 
for Bluefields after leaving havoc and misery 
in their wake, a group of infuriated residents 
of the town, chiefly miners, approached them 
and a quarre! ensued. Rough men of -the 
mountains are schooled for but one course of 
action under such cirqumstances, and this oc- 
casion did not find them unprepared. It was 
all over in a minute or two, but when the smoke 
cleared away 10 bodies were on the ground.

Her Story of the Tragedy 


But there is anguish in her black eyes when 
she remembers that bloody episode that so 
changed the course of her life. 

‘“Yes,’’ she says, “they killed Ed and Sid, and 
neither had a gun. They framed those ‘boys 
and brought them to Welch just so they could 
kill them when they were helpless.” 

She sat in the office of the Defenders. It was 
the first interview she had granted since the 
day her husband was slain and she talked a 
little reluctantly of her organization and the 
events on the day of her husband's death. 
Nervously she walked to a window that looks 
out on the sleepy Kanawha River and struggled 
to keep her lips firm. ‘ 

“Ed was shot and killed by hired gunmen,” 
she continued after a pause to dry her eyes 
and gather strength. ‘“‘More than 50 of them 
were gathered argund the courthouse entrance 
and 100 state police patrolled the street which 
the building faced, but it was hard to tell 
which of them were there to keep law and or- 
der and which to start a fight. I have no 
doubt, though, about what those gunmen were 
there for. 

“Mingo Cotnty had been seething with hatred 
and scores of men, many of them thugs and ruf- 
fians, had been imported to crush the union 
which the miners had been trying to establish 
to protect themselves from the tyrannical rule 
of the mining companies.

More Than 450 Horses. and 
“Reo Motor Transport Figure In 
Dash Over Half of Continent. 


Based, as it is, on an historical 
factor in the development of the 
United States to which the entire 
nation looks with pride, the pony 
express revival celebration, extend- 
ing from St. Joseph, Mo., to the Pa- 
cific Coast, has attracted the interest 
of the country at large to the route 
traveled by the riders of nearly 
three-quarters of a century ago. 

Before the telegraph could 
completed to a point beyond 
town on the Missouri! border, 
pony express riders performed the 
herculean task of completing the 
rapid transmission of communica- 
tions to the coast by forming a re- 
lay which carried mail.from St. Jo- 
seph to the Pacific. 

Linking the series of celebrations 
which is being held along the route 
is the revival itself, in which two 
teams, one composed of army ofil- 
cers and army mounts, the other of 
civilians with their horses, are rac- 
ing from St. Joseph to San Fran- 
cisco. Prizes amounting to $7500 
spur the two teams to their best ¢f- 
forts. The race opened at 10 o’clock 
in the morning of Aug. 81 and will 
close with the arrival in San Fran- 
cisco on Sept. 10.

The restrictions against the use 
of any radio equipment except that 
licensed by the British Broadcasting 
Co. are making/it impossible for En- 
glish merchants to sell American 
radio products, according to a re- 
port just submitted to Washington 
by Consul Ross E. Holaday, from 
Manchester, England. ; 

Consul Holaday, making an in- 
vestigation of the radio situation, 
found that the restrictions upon the 
use of equipment and the regula- 
tions governing the use of wireless 
sets give the British Postmaster Gen- 
eral, through his arrangement with 
the British Broadcasting Co., an iron- 
clad control over radio. There is no | 
prohibition against the importation | 
of foreign radio products, or against 
their sale after importation, but this 
freedom is nullified by the difficulty 
of securing a license to use any 
equipment other than that indorseJ 
by the “B. B. C.” which collects a 
royalty on every set manufactured 
in England. : 

There is now under consideration 

“Inverse duplex’’|by the British authorities the issu- 
B. ance of a new form of license to be 
known as the ‘constructor’s license,”’ 
under which people with no tech- 
nical knowledge will be permitted 
to assemble wireless sets and use 
them to receive broadcasted and 
other matter. Even those who pur- 
chase the sets manufactured under 
B. B. C restrictions are required to 
secure a license before they can 
make use of their outfits. This is 
known as a “broadcasting license” 
and costs approximately $2.50.

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But in these modern days there are _ skeptics. 
Among them are young women students of the Ne- 
braska State Normal School, who have openly as- 
serted their belief that Glass could not have crawled 
100 miles with a broken leg and without a supply of 
food. Prof. J. T. House of the Normal School is a 
stanch believer in the literal truth of the Neihardt 
epic and he has announced that after a period of 
physical training he will make the 100-mile crawl 
just to show the girls it can be done. It is his plan 
to have one of his legs tied up so that he cannot use 
it. He says he will depend on such food and water 
as he can find on the way and will not carry a knife 
or gun. The girl students are awaiting the test with 
great interest. ; 

The following historical account of Glass’ grim 
crawl is found in “‘The American Fur Trade of the 
Far West,.”’ by Hiram Martin Chittenden: 

“Hugh Glass was born in Pennsylvania—-the only 
scrap of his early history that has come down to 
us. He was called an ‘old man’ as early as 1824. 
Our first real knowledge of him is in 1823, when 
he is discovered to be one of Ashley and Henry's 
men. He received a wound in Ashley’s fight before 
the Aricara towns. 

“After the Leavenworth campaign was over, An- 
drew Henry set out for the Yellowstone River and 
Glass was one of the party. Their route lay up 
Grand River, through a country interspersed with 
thickets of brushwood, dwarf plum trees and other 
shrubs indigenous to this barren soil. As these 

nomadic parties usually drew their 
food, and to a large extent their ral- 
ment, from the country through 
which they were passing, it was nec- 
essary to keep one or two hunters 
ahead of the main party in search of 
game. Glass, having a high reputa- 
tion as a hunter and a good shot, 
was often detailed upon this impor- 
tant duty. On the present occasior, 
he was a short distance in advance 
of the party, forcing his way through 
a thicket, when he suddenly came 
upon a grizzly bear that had lain 
down in the sand. 

‘‘Before he could ‘set his triggers,’ 
or even turn to fly, the bear seized 
him by the throat and lifted him off 
the ground. Then, flinging him 
down, the ferocious animal tore off 
a mouthfu! of his flesh and turned 
and gave it to her cubs, Which were 
near by. 

“Glass now endeavored to escape, 
but the bear, followed by her cubs, 


JOHN G. NEIHARDT. pounced upon him again. She 


seized him by the shoulder and inflicted dangerous 
wounds in his hands and arms. His companion had 
by this time come up and was making war upon 
the cubs. but one of them drove him into the river, 
where. standing waist deep in the water, he killed 
his pursuer with a shot from his rifle. The main 
body now arrived, having heard cries for succor, and 
after several shots from close at hand, slew the bear 
as she was standing over the prostrate body of her 
victim. 

“Although stili alive, the condition of the unfor- 
tunate hunter seemed wellnigh hopeless. His whole 
body was in a mangled condition. He was utterly 
unable to stand and was suffering excruciating tor- 
ment. There was no surgical aid to be had and it 
was impossible to move him. Delay of the party 
might bring disaster upon all, yet it was repugnant to 
the feelings of the men to leave the sufferer alone. 
In this predicament Maj. Henry succeeded, by offer 
of a reward, in inducing two men to remain with 


Glass until he should expire, or until he should so 
far recover as to bear removal to some of the trading 
houses in that country. 

“These men remained with Glass five days, when, 
despairing of his recovery, and at the same time 
seeing no prospects of his immediate death, they cru- 
elly abandoned him, taking with them his rifle and 
all his ace@utrements, so that he was left without 
means of defense, subsistence or shelter.. The faith- 
less wretches then set out on the trail of their em- 
ployer, and when they overtook him, reported that 
Glass had died of his wounds and that they had 
buried him in the best manner possible. They pro- 
duced his effects in confirmation and their story was 
readily accepted. . 

“But Glass was not dead. and although the dread 
messenger had hovered for many days so near, vet 
the stricken sufferer. would not receive him, but per- 
sistently motioned him away. When Glass realized 
the treachery of his companions, far from despair- 
ing on account of it, he felt a new determination to 
live, if for nothing else than to search out his base 
betrayers and call them to account. There was a 
spring near by and hither Glass drew himself. Over 
it hung a few bushes with wild cherries and near by 
were some buffalo berries that he could reach. Here 
he remained day after day, gradually nursing back 
his strength. until he felt that he could undertake 
to leave his lonesome and unhappy camping ground. 
He resolved to strike out for Fort Kiowa, a post on 
the Missouri River a hundred miles away. 

“It required magnificent fortitude to set out on 
a journey like that, still unable to stand and with 
hardly enough strength to drag one limb after the 
other; with no provisions nor means of securing 
any, and in a hostile country where he was at the 
mercy of the most worthless renegade that might 
cross his path. But the deep purpose of revenge 
held him up and a stroke of fortune came to his 
rescue. 

“He happened one day upon a spot where a pack 
of wolves had surrounded a buffalo calf and were 
harrying it to death. Glass lay low until the calf was 
dead, when he appeared upon the scene, put the 
wolves to flight and took possession of the calf. 
Without knife or fire it was not an easy thing to 
turn to account his good fortune, but bunger is not 
fastidious and Glass most likely took counsel of the 
wolves as to ways and means of devouring what he 
required. Taking what he could with him, he pur- 
sued his way, with inconceivable hardship and dis- 
tress, and at last reached Fort Kiowa. 


“After an experience like that through which he 
had passed, it might be supposed that Glass would 
have been inclined to rest at the fort, at least until 
his wounds could get well. But he had not long 
been there when a party of trappers came along in 
a boat bound for the Yellowstone River. This was 
just the opportunity that he wanted, and he prompt- 
ly joined them, bidding adieu to the protection of 
the fort. 

“When the party were nearing the Mandan vil- 
lages, Glass thought to save a little time by going 
overland across a bend in the river to Tilton’s Fort, 
a trading establishment in that vicinity. It proved 
to be a lucky move, for on the following day all of 
his companions were massacred by the Aricara In- 
dians. Those always treacherous savages had but 
lately taken up their abode near the Mandan villages, 
and the travelers were wholly ignorant of the snare 
into which they .were running. As Glass was ap- 
proaching the fort he saw two squaws, whom he at 
once recognized as Aricaras. Alarmed at his danger, 
he sought to conceal himself, but too late, for the 
squaws at once notified the warriors, who immedi- 
ately began pursuit. Glass, still feeble from his

Northampton. It was on the latter occasion that 
Lucey says he made the first of his predictions that 
his friend might one day be President. And he fre- 
lates it. 

“I told Bob Geer, who works on the Gazette, ‘Cal- 
vin Coolidge has got brains. Don’t make any mis- 
take about it. I wouldn’t be surprised if he got to 
be President of this great and glorious country some 
day.’ Yes, sir, that’s what I told him.” 

Coolidge was elected to the State Senate in 1912, 
and two years later opportunity knocked on his door. 
It was in winning this first post of political promi- 
nence, according to Northampton friends, that Cool- 
idge first showed himself an able politician. Levi 
Greenwood had been President of the Senate, and 
was slated for re-election. But he was most unex- 
pectedly defeated in his home district 

That threw the Senate presid ‘ne, wide 
Lining up the Senate for; candidates for the presi- 
dency always had been a jong ard arducus task. But 
as soon as Coolidge heard of Greenwood’'s defeat, he

packed his bag and went to Boston. 


‘Lucey had a grievance. 


In 24 hours he 
was back with the vote for President of the Senate 
all sewed up. Northampton didn’t know how Cool- 
idge did it, but that home city suddenly began to 
regard him as a remarkable man. It was at this 
time, also, that Frank W. Stearns first interested 
himself in Coolidge’s career. a 


From this post he rose to Lieutenant-Governor of 
Massachnsetts, and then, in 1919, to Governor. Soon 
came the Boston police strike, and then Coolidge’s 
nomination for Vice President of the United States. 

In 1920. when the Coolidges returned to North- 
ampton from the Republican national convention, 
they were careful to greet Lucey as he stood in the 
erowd waiting to welcome the town’s favorite son. 
He felt that the newspaper 
scribes had done Mrs. Coolidge an injustice by harp- 
ing on her “brown bread” in writing her up. So he 
set to work. and after a week and a half produced 
a poem in her honor. in which he incidentally ex- 
pressed a belief that ‘‘Cal’’ would one day be “head 
of the nation.’ This prophetic utterance he has re- 
fused to make public. for chivalrous reasons, ‘‘as 
Mrs. Coolidge mightn’t like it.” 

In return. Coolidge has interested himself in the 
education of Lucevy’s eight children, and has encour- 
aged his friend to give them the best opportunities 
possible. For 33 years the shoemaker has worked 
14 hours a day for their sake. One daughter is a 
graduate of Smith College and another attended 
there three years, leaving to marry. Four other 
daughters were graduated from high school. One 
gon studied three years at Holy Cross. Another is 
a graduate of a commercial college. 

Lucey used to be a Democrat, but later became a 
Republican. He never held office, but is said to 
know all about the political machines of Northamp- 
ton and to regard one as being as bad as the other. 
Still, rumor has it that he helped Coolidge a lot in 
finding his way about the intricacies of local poli- 
tics. 

The Vice-President of the United States is about 
the obscurest man in public life, and when the tra- 
gedy at San Francisco suddenly elevated Calvin 
Coolidge to the White House, the people were con- 
fronted by a virtual stranger as their new execu- 
tive. They knew only that he was supposed to have 
halted the Boston police strike. The letter to Lucey 
was the public’s first introduction to the human side 
of the President. 

The wildest conjecture was excited when President 
Coolidge’s note to his syoemaker friend was made 
public, and correspondents’ swarmed in the shop 
where Lucey plies his trade. This incident was one 
that aroused the cobbler’s ire. He says that he dis- 
played the letter in confidence to a reporter from a 
Boston paper. He left the room for a moment, and 
during his absence the correspondent copied the let- 
ter. and then reproduced it without the shoemaker’s 
permission or foreknowledge. Since then, however 
Lucey has permitted the original to be photocraphed 
It reads as follows

IVEN honest intentions we can build 

altogether better houses today than 

have ever been built. But we do not 

always do it. The demand for a mil- 
lion homes has brought the speculative build- 
er into his own and as the price of materials 
and the cost of labor have gone up, the quality 
of materials and workmanship have gone 
down. Within 10 years a large number of the 
American people are due to discover that their 
jerry-built homes are in process of rapid dis- 
solution. It will be almost too late to mend. 
Yet those who teday will give particular atten- 
tion to the structural fitness of the house they 
are being urged to buy rathef than its super- 
ficial appearance and modern equipment will 
feel that their insistence on knowing _what 
they are paying good money for has amply ‘re- 
paid itself. “What to look for in a house and 
how to look for it—that is the burden of Mr. 
Ingalls’ article.

At least $25,000,000 is lost by poor Amer- 
ican homeseekers every year through the opera- 
tions of irresponsible or dishonest building 
concerns. The man who is about to build him-: 
self a home should be as careful in the ehoice 
of his builder or contractor as he is about the 
choosing of his banker. Whenever a home- 
building scheme seems specially attractive, be 
just as suspicious of it as you are of a get-rich- 
quick stock game. That is what your building 
scheme is likely to be. Do not be tempted by 
glowing promises or by seeming recommenda- 
tions from banks and large corporations, such 
as the one I happen to head. These testimonials 
are generally falsified. Investigate. Make 
sure. Don’t be robbed of your home by your 
own carelessness and another man’s scheme.

Next, the building paper, which

These are caused by the buckling of the 
veneer under the great weight of the weak 
wall. 

“Many builders have gradually got into 
the habit of economizing on the strength 
of the floor joists, and this may often be 
observed ih houses which are being put up 
to sell when finished. Those in the cel- 
lar may be examined and measured. If 
the span exceeds 12 feet, they should be 
of 2 by 10 inches, not 2 by 8. The de- 
crease in strength brought about by the 
use of the smalier joist is disproportion- 
ate to the respective sizes of the timber. 
Roughly, the eight-inch joist is but two- 
thirds as rigid as the 10-inch size. — 

“The joists in a solidly built house will 
generally be spac 1 inches apart from 
center to center, although there are 
places where am increase of two or three 
inches is allowable. But because there 
is so acute a shortage of houses and almost 
any house will sell, houses are being built 
and sold today in which the floor joists 
are spaced 18 inches apart and are of but 
eight-inch stuff. This makes a nonrigid 
floor which will soon creak and will trem- 
ble under every impact. 

The cross-bridging between joists is the 
series of smal] pieces forming crosses. These pieces 
do not need to be more than an inch thick, but the 
main thing is té see that they are provided, and 
that none are missing. Trifling as they look, their 
omission renders a floor far less rigid against lo- 
calized shocks and loads. Their function is only 
secondarily to hold the joists in place. They are for 
stiffening the floor. Imagine a sudden load applied 
directly over a single joist. That joist springs down. 
But the motion is carried through the bridging 
pieces, sidewise and downward to the joists on 
either side. The stress has thus been distributed 
over three, not merely one, joist. But as the outside 
pair go down, they in turn transfer the motion 
through their own bridging pieces to their neighbors 
—and so on to all the joists of the room. The omis- 
sion or careless placing of a single piece breaks the 
chain and the floor trembles unduly. 

“One very common -fanlt of the cheaply built 
house is caused by supporting some of the frame- 
work directly on the fireplace chimney. To this 
there are two objections. A fire may result; and 
there will be settling around the chimney. In any 


_ house the big fireplace chimney is very heavy, and 


no matter how good its footing it is apt to settle to 
some extent. Any portions of a house which are at- 
tached to it in a manner so that they are dependent 
on it for support, will also settle, in fact they ‘will 
help cause the seffling.”’ ° 

Even t ‘comfy’ and inviting-looking fireplace 
may be a delusion intended to retain its attractive- 
ness only long enough to sell the house, but of no 
practical value in keeping the place warm and cosy 
after it has changed ownership. 

“Fireplaces are always built into the speculative 
house because nothing so greatly adds to the ‘I-want- 
it’ feeling of the prospective home owner as the pres- 
ence of a hearth,” says Ingalls. ‘“‘But some of the 
houses have no fireshelf in the flue—a saving in 
mason work on the part of the builder made in 
places where inspection is quite difficiw't. The pur- 
pose of the fireshelf is to contro) the currents of air 
and hot gases in such a manner that there will be 
a good draft. A properly constructed fireplace flue, 
when viewed from below, is seen to converge rot 
only at the sides but at the rear——that is: the rear 
wall tips forward until) the thrdat is but four or five 
inches from rear to front. This constriction, pro- 
viding it is not so great that the cross-sectional area 
at this point is less than one-tenth the area of the 
main fireplace opening, 
does not hamper the 
draft, but improves it. 
The broad ledge formed 
by bringing the rear wall 
forward is called the 
fireshelf. It deflects the 
ever-present downdraft 
of cold air from the out- 
side away from the fire 
and upward again.

Jaarez—One of the most sensa- 
tional and sanguinary of recent en- 
gagements was “the Battle of the 
Railroad Bridge,” fought at night 
in the bed of the river ss s:

HERE Texas gun-fighters of the old 
school fought many a historic battle, 
and where Francisco ;Madero and 
“Pancho” Villa besieged the border, 
bullets are flying today in the new 
war that Uncle Sam has declared on 
the rum rufiners of the Mexican 
border. a 
“Keep out the poison maguay whisky at all costs”’ 
is the new order that has gone out from Washing- 
ton, and men who are “fast on the Sensi” ioe riding 
the international line. Where once they fought cat- 
tle rustlers and bad men they are today giving battle 
to an organized army of bootleggers who have been 
es the belt of states from California through 
Wyoming to Kansas with mislabeled “old favorites” 
that are driving many insane and others blind. ~- 
In the last few months battle after battle has been 
fought, and many have fallen. On the eve of the 


pew day, when the events of border lawlessness had 


been relegated to the fiction books, men who have 
won their laurels with sixshooter and rifle are find-. 
ing more gun work to the square inch than in the 
wild days of the outlaw and rustler. 

‘Jaurez, the big sprawling Mexican adobe town just 
across the Rio Grande from El Paso, the town that 
was the focal point in many Mexican revolutions, is 
the apex of the salient by which the flood of Mexican 
whisky is directed into the United States. Here for 
‘months, due to the inadequate personnel in the 
prohibition @nforcement ranks, the deadly maguay 
alcohol, made from cactus, found its way across the 
international Tfhe by truckload. 


Juarez, the “bootleggers’ paradise,” !s known as 
the wettest town on the American continent, for here 
the Volstéad act is not known. Commercio street, 
the principal thoroughfare, is the ‘“‘street of many 
saloons.” Here is the notorious cantina of the 
Big Kid, which bears the sign, “Largest Bar in the 
World.” 

Over these things, of course, Uncle Sam has no 
eontrol, nor does he seek interference. El Paso 
citizens and tourists may board the street cars in the 


“\heart of E] Paso and, by paying a 5-cent fare, be 


dropped in 15 minutes in front of one of 50 “can- 
tinas,’’ the Mexican word for saloons. Here they 
are served liquors of all- description, from Chihuahua 
eerveza (beer) to aguardiente (whisky), and stuff 
from bottles labeled “Fino de Parras,”’ “J. F. Mar- 
tell Cognac,” “Gordon & Co. Dry Gin,” ‘Peter Mac- 
Gregor Whisky.“ If they are lucky they get some 
of the genuine product. 

But with this condition on the Mexican side of the 
line Uncle Sam has no concern, It is only when 
the Juarez bootleg Kings, with their peon rum run- 
ners and their American confederates, attempt to 
“lay down” the stuff on this side the line that the 
(overnment acts = 

(;uarding the Rio Grande border line is more diffi- 
cult than at first appears. During a large part of 
the year the great rushing Rio Grande is a river 
in name only... After the spring floods, from the 
melting snowsheds, have passed, the river gradually 
dries up, until if late summer and fall the bed 
of the stream is as dry as the proverbial bone. Dur- 
ing other periods it is flowing only in spots. In these 
seasons the rum runners avoid the bridges and 
cnarded locations and cross after dark at many un- 
protected places. 

But more important to the bootleggers is the pe- 
‘ulilar eondition that prevails at what is known as 
“The Island.” Here, owing to an oxbow loop, the 
river is not the boundary line between the United 
States and Mexico. Since the treaty of Gdadalupe 
‘fidalgo, fixing the river @s the line, the Rio Grande 
cent through the loops, leaving a stretch of land north 
it the actual river that is Mexican territory. Here 
is the smugglers’ rendezvous. »« : 
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“Cantina” is Spanish for saloon. This building is one of a great many in 
Juarez devoted to the retail liquor trade. 


Here is the “Battleground of Park Street,” 80 
ealled from the many gun fights at the El Paso side 
of the island. Houses on Park street, El Paso, run 
to the island, then abruptly the region opens into a 
field on the Mexican side. Here in this field died old 
Cesario Martinez, king of the smugglers, and Big 
Chief Jose Hinojos, paymaster ef the rum runners. 

Another battleground is that of the railroad bridge, 
above El Paso, where 30 men fought for hours, dur- 
ing which the Mexican Fiscal Guards joined in to 
save the smugglers. Those of the rum runners who 
were not shot or captured fled-to the Mexican side, 
leaving the field to Jim White and his men. One 
of the biggest attempts to bring poison liquor into 
the country by wholesale had been frustrated. ~ 

Another memorable battle was fought at the foot 
of Mount Franklin, on the northern limits of El 
Paso, after the rum runners had succeeded in evad- - 
ing the patrol that guards the border.* Nine men 
fought in the sand dunes for hours, and in this en- 
gagement “Big Jim” White was wounded. _ White, 
general prohibition enforcement officer of the dis- 
trict, was formerly a Texas ranger, one of the men 
“fast on the draw,” whom Uncle Sam has delegated 
to break up the booze invasion. Although wounded, 
White got the big cargo of liquor and the gunmen of 
the rum’ ru@ners left the field, while the American 
consignees were jailed. ; 

The deadly cactus alcohol, against which the Gov- 
ernment is waging ts war, is a product of the 
maguay plant. It is distilled ‘at Sinaloa. Other al- 
cohol is a product of cane pulp. The maguay stuff 
is 168 proof, and some higher. This is shipped to 
Chihuahua, Juarez and other Mexican cities and 
falsely labeled and bottled or placed in cans holding’ 
four and one-half gallons. Before the relabeling 
it is brought down to 100 proof, allowing almost 
double watering, and then colored. 


It is labeled “Old Crow,” “Cedar Brook,” “Sunny 
Brook,” “Old Taylor,” “Johnny Walker,” and other- 

se, and colored accordingly. For a time the labele 
were printed in Mexico. Herein occurred a humor- 
ous incident in that the names were so badly mis- 
spelled that the bootleggers complained to their 
Mexican confederates. “Cedar Brook” .was spelled 
“Sedar Brook” and “Kentucky” was. spelled “Kin- 
tucky.” This was quickly remedied, however, when 
the bootleggers had the labels printed in the United 
States and sent to Mexico, where the liquor was la- 
beled properly (so far as spelling was concerned). 

Profits in the stuff were large. In addition to the 
watering, the Juarez bootleg kings—wholesalers— 
realized on the prite.

The big. bootleg kings of Juarez seldom if ever 
cross the river into El Paso, where some of them 
are wanted.on specific charges of smuggling. Their 
organization methods are elaborate. They employ 
smuggling chiefs and these chiefs in turn employ 
bands of peons to carry the liquor across the dry 
bed of the river or the islandeon their backs. Each 
band has a paymaster. The peon smugglers are in 


charge of the chief and the payinaster, and their ~ 


wages are payable on the safe delivery of the liquor. 
Here the paymaster hands each man un peso to cinco 
peso ($1 to $5) Mexican money. : 

As high as $3 a case is paid by the smugglers to 
the Mexican official police; called fiscal guards, for 
the safe passage of the liquor out of Mexico: hence 
in every battle fought for several months by Amer- 
ican officers they have faced the bullets of fiscal 
guards. The guards fire on the Americans in the 
effort to create confusion, during which the liquor 
may be passed safely...

So he engaged a geologic age for his land- 
. scape ‘gardener and bought himself a Titan’s 
share of the Rocky Mountains. The water 
from eternal snows had gnawed canons: tor- 
nadoes had turned sculptor; forests had paint- 
ed bleak slopes with the blessing of green-——in 
order that old man Angus might have his 
plaything. 

Paradise Peaks he called it. having a fancy 
for alliteration. 

The Manor, set deep in the lodge-pole pine 
and aspen groves of Clearwater Valley, was the heart 
of the demesne. There old man Aneus, through the 
sweet, thrilling months of the mduntain summer, 
played grand host to his guests. 


He supplied all accessories to adventure, from 
trout flies to guns that would slay an elephant. The 
15 hunting lodges, scattered over Paradise Peaks, 
each ,jhad its arsenal, its library, its store of liquors, 
its string of horses and its guides at the disposal of 
guests. 


Old man Angus had a plaything that cannot be 
matched on this continent.

Does he come here often?"’ 

“Two or three nights a week,” an- 
swered the bandsman. ‘He's fond

But the Prince of Jazz did not finish 
his sentence. A waiter bent over and 
whispered something in his ear that 
caused him to turn around to the 
Prince’s table. 

“Paul,’’ I heard the Prince say, ‘will 
you play the ‘Nutcracker Suite’? I’m 
mad about it.”’ 

Acknowledging the request with a 
bow, Whiteman excused himself to me 
and made his way to the stage where the 
hand was sitting. 

“The next selection will be Tchai- 
kovsky’s ‘Nutcracker Suite,’’’ he an- 
nounced. “At its conclusion there will 
be dancing.”’ 

There was a ripple of applause from 
the tables and a moment later the band 
struck up the first syncopated movement 
of the weird Tchaikovsky melody. Turn- 
ing my chair at a slight angle I was able 
to watch the Prince of Wales throughout 
the entire selection. He sat as one spell- 
hound, his only movement being to puff 
his cigar to keep it from going out. 
Never once did he raise his wine glass— 
at least while I was observing him. 

I had heard that the Prince of Wales 
had been a frequent visitor at the Lon- 
don Hippodrome when Paul Whiteman 
and his band was the stellar attraction 
for many months, and I had even been 
told that his royal highness had taken 
a fancy to Paul Whiteman and his syn- 
copated music. 3ut it was not until I 


had been in London for several days and’ 


The Prince in a jazzy mood. 


met a score of its most prominent men 
about town that I learned that the 
Prince of Jazz had actually become a 
‘favorite’ of the Prince of Wales. Even 
then I was a little skeptical, for if all 
the stage-door activities credited to the 
Prince of Wales were true, he would not 
be in condition to lay corner stonés all 
day, to say nothing of getting on and off 
his mounts. 

‘But when I saw the rapt attention he 
gave to Whiteman’s playing of the 
Tchaikovsky music and the exchanges 
of good-natured banter between them 
that followed the dance music—the 
Prince insisted on encores every time 
he danced—my doubts were swept 
away. 

Between selections—-there were two 
bands and Whiteman returned to my 
table after his numbers—-he told me 
how he had met the Prince of Wales 
through Lord Louis Mountbatten, the 
Prince’s cousin and almost constant 
eompanion. In fact, Lord and Lady 
Mountbatter were with him at the pres- 
ent time. The Prince had taken a great 
fancy to his jazz music and had asked 
him to play at one of his parties. One 
party led to another and as the Prince 
was fond of dancing the band leader 
found himself in almost nightly demand 
after he finished playing at the Grafton 
Galleries at 2 a. m. 

“Where does the Prince of Wales give 
his parties?’’ I asked the Prince of Jazz, 
for I was curious to know where there 
was any gayety in London after 2 o'clock 
in the morning. 

“At the Bomes of his friends—he 
can’t give late parties at St. James’ 
Palace, where he livgs,’’ explained 
Whiteman. ‘‘He borrows the house of 
a friend—sometimes an empty house. 
He invites his friends to join him there, 
and they often dance until 6 o’clock in 
the morning. 


“But the parties are very different 
from the parties given by New York 
millionaires.
